SECTION  A 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


(in  Acres)  0,290.  The  Urban  Area  consists  of  the  Town 
of  Newciuay  with  a  surrounding  District  entirely  Rural  in 
character.  Agriculture  and  Dairy  ^arming  are  the  main 
industries.  The  Town  is  a  very  popular  sea-side  resort 
with  fine  amenities. 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  for  the 
mid  year  1954  to  be  10,020  an  increase  of  50  from  that  of 
1954.  During  the  summer  months  there  is  an  increase  due 
to  visitors  who  then  greatly  exceed  the  residents  in 
number. 

According  to  the  Rate  Book  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
in  the  area  was  3825,  the  rateable  value  being  £  1 33 , 536 
which  produced  approximately  £560  for  a  penny  rate. 

As  in  previous  years  I  am  indebted  to  Mr  F.J.  Harris  for 
the  following  climatic  information  :  The  Mean  Maximum 
and  Minimum  temperatures  for  the  year  were  66.8  and  55.4 
degrees  F  respectively.  There  were  1871.7  hours  of 
sunshine  which  was  a  daily  average  of  5.4  hours.  The

Supplies  of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 
prophylactics  are  available  alone  and  in  various 
combinations  at  the  Area  Health  Office,  St  Austell,  and 
can  be  obtained  by  Medical  Practitioners  as  reouired. 

These  are  provided  from  the  main  centre  at  Newauay  and 
the  staff  is  adeouate  to  deal  with  the  reouests  and 
emergencies  during  the  winter  months.

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  which  caters  for 
the  trade  of  two  shops,  one  of  which  is  outside  of  Newcmay. 

The  large  slaughterhouse  at  Lane,  which  is  in  the  St  Austell  Rural 
District,  does  not  supply  all  the  home  killed  meat  sold  at  Newauay,  but 
sends  large  Quantities  both  by  rail  and  by  motor  lorry  to  other  parts  of 
the  country* 

Meat  inspection  at  Lane  Slaughterhouse  is  carried  out  by  the  Newauay 
S  taf f . 


There  has  been  the  usual  crop  of  surrendered  tinned  food,  some  of 
which  were  in  cans  battered  during  transit.  Modern  canning  methods  have 
reached  a  very  high  standard,  and  it  is  now  unusual  to  find  defective  cans

The  aim  of  immunisation  is  to  start  giving  the  primary 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  about  the  age  of 
4  months  and  this  should  give  an  index  of  50^  for  infants  born  in  1955* 
The  actual  figure  of  8.975  indicates  that  there  has  been  considerable 
apathy  in  bringing  forward  children  and  the  particular  advantage  of 
protection  against  whooping  cough  at  the  most  dangerous  age  is  lost.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  0^  TFE  AREA 


The  Newquay  &  District  Water  Company  is  proposing  to  impound  the 
water  of  Porth  Stream  by  damming  it,  in  order  to  ensure  a  copious  supply 
to  Newquay  during  the  summer  droughts. 

This  Company  is  the  sole  supplier  of  piped  water  in  the  District 
existing  supplies  coming  from  several  sources  which  are  in  a  widely  spaced 
area,  and  consists  of  mine  adits,  springs  and  streams. 

A  considerable  amount  of  repair  work  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  year  on  both  pumping  gear  and  defective  mains,  the  increasingly  heavy 
traffic  in  the  area  being,  in  my  opinion,  one  of  the  causes  of  main  fracture* 

The  mixed  water  which  goes  into  the  town  main  has  been  highly  treated 
and  complaints  of  taste  and  smell,  particularly  of  chlorine  have  been  made 
by  consumers. 

It  appears  to  me  that  until  a  large  covered  storage  reservoir  can 
be  supplied  in  which  treated  water  can  rest  before  being  put  into  the  mains, 
these  complaints  will  continue. 

There  has  been  no  form  of  contamination  found  in  the  piped  supply 
including  plumbo  solvency,  and  chemical  samples  taken  during  the  year  have 
been  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  seventy  six  bacteriological  examinations  of  piped  raw 
water  and  seventy  four  bacteriological  examinations  of  water  going  into 
supply. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  work  in  the  provision  of  a  new  sewer  has  commenced,  and  it  is 
homed  that  in  the  near  future,  several  hitherto  unsewered  areas  will  be 
connected  to  the  main,  and  at  least  two  of  the  outworn  and  overpowered  so 
called  treatment  works  will  no  longer  receive  sewage. 

The  Cesspit’  emptiers  will  be  busy  for  some  time  to  come,  but  it  is 
hoped  they  will  be  able  to  cope  quite  easily  this  camming  summer  with  the 
decreasing  number  of  cesspits,  and  that  before  long  they  will  cease  to  be 
seen  in  our  streets  altogether. 


El  VSR  AND  STRSAM  POLTUTION 


The  stream,  which  flows  into  the  gardens  at  Trenance  is  still  grossly 
polluted  and  will  remain  so  whilst  the  untreated  sewage  from  Gusti  Veor 
and  Treucreek  sewage  outfalls  run  into  it,  and  it  still  receives  the 
seepage  from  the  old  tip  at  Trevenson. 

The  streams  at  Watergate  and  Forth  Valley  are  also  grossly  polluted 
with  sewage. 


PUBLIC  Cl  EA USING 


Collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor 
and  the  Council  has  recently  decided  to  commence  tipoing  still  further 
from  the  town  at  two  disused  auarries  at  Manuels  Farm  which  is  in  the 
St  Austell  Rural  District.

SHOPS  AND  POOD  STORES 


The  standard  of  cleanliness  maintained  in  the  majority  of  shops 
and  food  stores  in  the  town  is  very  high,  and  only  a  very  few  need  constant 
reminders  of  their  responsibilities  in  this  direction.  Standards  must  not 
be  allowed  to  fall,  and  with  the  coming  of  the  new  Pood  &  Drug  Act  and  the 
Regulations  made  thereunder  early  in  the  year  1956  our  efforts  will  be 
further  strengthened. 

Talks  are  still  being  given  and  discussions  bring  out  many  points  of 
interest. 


CARAVANS  AND  TENTS 


The  proper  and  complete  supervision  of  sites  where  caravans  and  tents 
are  placed  during  the  summer  is  important,  and  it  is  a  pity  that  owners 
of  such  sites  do  not  keep  a  record  of  the  home  address  and  length  of  stay 
of  the  people  occupying  them.  It  is  my  opinion  that  legislation  on  this 
point  ought  to  be  introduced  as  people  become  difficult  to  trace  in  cases 
of  infectious  diseases  and  further  cases  could  possibly  be  prevented. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Destruction  of  rodents  before  they  gain  access  to  buildings  is  still 
a  main  point  in  our  continuous  war  against  rats,  and  hedges  and  similar 
places  are  regularly  baited  particularly  in  the  summer.  We  continue  to 
be  fairly  free  from  pests,  but  do  not  relay  our  efforts  on  this  account.

All  materials  used  by  the  upholsterers  in  Newouay  are  obtained  under 
warranty  from  reputable  dealers,  but  cases  have  been  found  where  people 
have  bought  second  hand  bedding  and  asked  the  workmen  to  use  it  in 
repairing  their  own  furniture.  A  charge  is  made  for  steam  disinfection  of 
such  bedding  and  the  practise  is  discouraged  as  much  as  possible. 

There  has  been  no  Public  Analyst  appointed  in  Cornwall  for  the 
purposes  of  dealing  with  samples  of  rag  flock,  and  no  samples  have  been 
taken  during  the  year. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT  f951 

There  is  one  pet  shop  in  Ne^ciuay,  which  has  been  registered,  and 
visits  are  paid  at  irregular  intervals  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the 
Act.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  authorised  Officer. 

PUBLIC  COT'VENIEFCES 


The  Public  Conveniences  are  under  the  control  of  the  Council’s 
Surveyor  but  139  visits  of  inspection  were  made,  and  complaints  have  been 
passed  to  the  Surveyor  for  attention.

There  has  been  no  overcrowding  either  reported  or  found.  All  the 
tenants  of  hutments  have  now  been  rehoused,  and  the  huts  themselves  have 
been-  returned  to  the  R.A.F.  ,  and  in  many  cases  were  then  demolished. 

Camping  Sites  in  the  area  are  regularly  visited,  and  2A7  visits  were 
paid  during  the  year  to  the  eleven  licenced  sites.

SLAUGHTERHOUSE 

Lane  Slaughterhouse  from  whence  comes  a  lot  of  the  meat  sold  in 
Newquay,  is  situated  in  St  Austell  Rural  District,  and  meat  inspection 
there  is  done  by  the  Newquay  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Slaughterhouse  is 
rented  from  the  owner  by  the  Newciuay  Urban  District  Council,  and  is  then 
sub  let  to  the  Company  who  do  the  slaughtering  there. 

Much  meat  is  sent  up  the  country  from  here  but  it  is  all  inspected 
before  dispatch  to  other  areas. 

There  is  one  small  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  and  all  carcases 
here  are  also  inspected  before  sale. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT  1935-51 

The  provisions  of  the  above  Act  are  strictly  enforced  and  twenty 
four  persons  are  licenced  as  slaughtermen. 

KFAT  REGULATIONS 

The  Public  Health  (  Meat  )  Regulations  1934-  are  satisfactorily 
observed  and  no  contraventions  have  been  seen. 

Since  derationing  of  meat  a  smaller  Quantity  is  now  obtained  by  the 
local  butchers  from  Lane  Slaughterhouse  and  outside  firms  carry  most  of 
the  moat  to  the  local  shops.
